than as a damning indictment of Ger-- 
many's part in the war. One lesson which 
Mr. Wilson draws from the war is that 
the peace of the world must henceforth 
depend upon a new and more wholesome 
diplomacy. He believes that, if they 
could have foreseen just what would 
happen, just what alliances would be 
formed, just what forces would be arrayed, 
“those who brought on the great contest 
would have been glad to substitute con- 
ference for force.” He points his 
reference to “those who brought on the 
war ” by a definition of thre> fundamental 
things in which the American people be 
lieve. The fundamental things are 
these—that every people has the right to 
choose the sovereignty under which it shall 
live; that small States have a right to 
enjoy the same respect for their 
sovereignty, territory, and ‘integrity as 
great and more powerful States expect 
and insist upon; and that the world has 
a right to be free from any disturbance 
of the peace that has its origin in aggres- 
sion and disregard of the rights of pgoples 
and nations. It is a statement terse and 
complete of those fundamental sanctions 
of international life which Germany has 
outraged. 

President Wilson is at pains to make it 
clear to all whom it may cc.cern that he 
has no intention of attempting to provide 
“those who brought on the war” with any 
convenient way of escape from the conse- 
quences which they foresaw too late. He 
is sure that, if it is ever his Govern- 
ments privilege to suggest or initiate a 
movement for peace, the American people 
will wish him to move along a line of 
which the first condition is this—that the 
settlement with regard to their own im- 
mediate interests shall be such as the 
belligerents may agree upon between them- 
selves. For practical purposes that is the 
most important part of Mr. Wilson's state- 
ment, and it will be read by the Allied 
peoples with profound satisfaction. lt 
assures them that no suggestion for com- 
promise between two conceptions of right 
and wrong and of the future of Europe which 
are inherently incapable of compromise 
will come from the United States Govern- 
ment. It relieves them of concern lest 
that Government should be manoeuvred by 
German intrigues into a false position in 
which the Allied Governments would be 
put to the unfortunate necessity of reject- 
ing its overtures. They will welcome Mr. 
Wilson s declaration that he is “quite 
aware that the United States are in no 
sense a partner in the present struggle” 
as an implicit recognition that nations 
fighting for their lives cannot afford to be 
influenced in their course of action against 


in the quarrel of any neutral Power, how- 
ever friendly. With the vital fact estab- 
lished that Mr. Wilson will be no pas to 
any scheme which proposes to “let Ger- 
many down lightly,” the Allied peoples 
will regard with something more than 
sympathy his larger hopes of settlement 
after the war. They will recognise the 
force of his argument that Americans, 
while not partners in the struggle, are not, 
on the other hand, “‘mere disconnected 
lookers-on,’ and that, when peace does 
come by settlement between the belli- 
gerents—which means by the imposition

as the nations at war to see that the peace 
assumes an aspect of permanence. ‘The 
Allies realise that, however complete their

They will welcome, therefore, the clos- 
ing passages of President Wilson s speech.

President Wilson delivered in Washing- 
ton on Saturday the most important speech 
that he has mado during the war. In it 
he defined, for the first time, the attitude 
of himself and his Administration towards 
peace. There is a certain significance in 
the moment which he has chosen. for ‘this 
statement. One of those recurrent im- 
pulses which bear an unmistakably Ger- 
man origin has produced at the present 
time an amount of “peace talk” of 
abnormal volume and persistence. Prince 
von Bulow, the chief protagonist in some 
abortive intrigues in Switzerland last year, 
is being sent on a

co-operation of the United States Govern- 
ment and people in a supreme German 
effort to achieve an inconclusive peace, he

He was sure, he said, that he spoke the 
mind and wish of the people of America 
when he said that the United States were 
willing to become a partner in any feasible 
association of nations formed in order to 
realise’ the three objects which he had 
defined as fundamental, and to make them 
secure against violation. It is necessary 
to scrutinise closely, and in its proper 
context, the single sentence in which he 
referred to the means of securing this end. 
He spoke of “a universal association of 
nations to maintain inviolate the security 
of the highway of the seas for the common 
and unhindered use of all nations, and to 
prevent any war being begun either con- 
trary to treaty covenants, or without warn- 
ing and full submission of the causes to 
the opinion of the world.” It is possible 
—indeed, it is very likely—that these 
words will be interpreted by the German 
Press as identifying Mr. Wilson with that 
German conception of the “freedom of the 
seas’ which was recently th® subject of a 
remarkable interview given to an Amerl- 
We do 


capable of such an interpretation. On 
such a matter he was bound to speak in 
a very guarded fashion. His words sug- 
gest, however, that Mr. Balfour's pro- 
posal was present in his mind. Mr. Bal- 
four, it will be remembered, drew the con- 
clusion that the two great communities 
which accept the Anglo-Saxon ideal must 
work together in its defence, and in work- 
ing together must remember that “law is 
not enough; behind law there must’ be 
power.” He admitted that the contrivance 
of such a machinery as will enforce the 
law against aggressors will tax to its 
utmost the statesmanship of the world. 
But he suggested that the sanction must 
consist largely in the potential use of sea- 
power, and that the United States and 
Great Britain, far from depriving them- 
selves of this power, should organise it in 
the interest of their common ideal of the 
world’s peace and happiness. In the light 
of this suggestion we may interpret Presi- 
dent Wilson s reference to the “ freedom 
of the seas ” as not the least helpful part 
of his contribution to the problem of 
peace. 


General Gallieni.

The war had not been Jong in pro- 
gress before the British people learned 
to share that confidence in the patriotism 
and genius of General Gallieni which his 
compatriots already reposed in him. He 
was an old soldier who, like Castelnau, 
Pau, Manoury, Dubail, and other leaders 
of France to-day, had served through the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71. He went 


straight from the military college to the 


battlefields of that time.

They, amongst others, will be 
gratified—though they are not solicitous 
of recognition or of any reward beyond 
that which the work itself gives them— 
to know that Sir John Maxwell has had 
an opportunity of telling the King person- 
ally “how nobly a great many of the 
citizens of Dublin had acted.” One of the 
aspects of the rebellion which has grieved 
loyal citizens most is the stigma which, 
in the view of people who know no better, 
it has put on a city which has sent forth 
its best sons to strive for King and 
country, and day by day, through those 
who are left behind, does constant good 
work in the same cause.

Letter from Archbishop Walsh. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Kindly afford me an opportunity of 
saying in your columns that I have read with 
special interest, in more than one of our 
Dublin newspepers of yesterday, references 
to the town ming project, of which, as 
applied to Dublin, we heard a good deal a 
few years ago. My interest in the project lay 
chiefly in its connection with the opportunity 
it seemed to afford for making, &t i gENsosá 
a beginning ofsthe work of providing us with 
a Catholic Cathedral in Dublin, and of thus 
filling the gap created centuries ago ih the 
provision for — worship in the city by 
the transfer of our old Cathedrals of St. 
Patrick's and Christ Church to the use of our 
Protestant fellow-citizens. 

The plan recently before the public was that 
of Professor Geddes. One of its main features 
was the opening of a great thoroughfare—a 
Via Sacra—which was to run past St. 
Patrick's and Christ Church Cathedrals, on, I 
think,-to the Broadstone. It was, at all 
events, to run between the Four Courts ana 
the Ormond Market district, thus opening the 
way for the construction of a new Cathedral in 
the district tien but recently cleared by the 
Corporation for the erection of artisans’ 
dwellings. Notwithstanding, however, the 
goodwill of the Corporation, there were ob- 
stacles in the way, and the scheme had to be 
abandoned. It has now been suggested to 
me, not only by members of my own flock, but 
also, and in a specially encouraging way, from 
the Protestant side, that the present nt- 
able condition of our city may afford an op- 
portunity of mi available a really suitable 
site for a Cathedral in one of the devastated 
districts.

Whenever 
the Germans slacken their attacks for a 
time in order to bring up fresh troops and 
replace their worn-out guns, the French 
are at them at once—now on the right 
bank, as at Douaumont; now on the left, 
as at Cumiéres. 

In the French semi-official review this 
morning, note is taken of the recent Ger- 
man attempts to sound the French de 
fences on the Champagne front, and the 
view is expressed that these are only 
diversions, since the enemy is riveted to 
Verdun by his sacrifices of the past four- 
teen weeks. It is, however, just possible 
that, having failed to break through in 
the centre, he is contemplating resort to 
the “ pincer” tactics which for a time. 
served him so well last year in the eastern 
campaign. At any rate, one observes 
‘with interest a revival of his activity in 
Alsace. Whether he has men and guns 
enough to spare for a three-fold attack on 
a great scale is, however, open to question. 

As to ammunition, in spite ‘of the 
enormous expenditure of the last three 
months, the Germans appear to have no 
lack. Last nights British “official” 
speaks of their lavish expenditure on our 
front. The fact gives point to the appeals 
that Mr. Lloyd George and others have 
made to British munition-workers to forego 
their usual Whitsuntide holidays. Colonel 
Norton Griffiths, M.P., has put the situa- 
tion in a nutshell. Any _ shortage of 
shells, even for a single day, means that 
more men have to be put into the front- 
line trenches, with a consequent increase 
in the daily toll of killed and wounded. 

One can fully sympathise with the desire 
of the munition-workers to get a few days 
off from labour which is both arduous and 
monotonous. But it should surely be pos- 
sible to arrange some mode by which they 
should get an occasional holiday without 
seriously diminishing the production of 
‘shells. It is the collective holiday, I am 
convinced, that is the cause of most of the 
trouble. When whole factories are closed 
for three’ or four days the machinery is 
stopped, the furnaces get cold, and the 
workers often ‘take the best part of a week

Gallieni, who, 
in March last, resigned the French Ministry 
of War. 

General Gallieni, who was aged 66 yea-s, 
had been suffering from severe illness, and 
after his resignation he underwent two ¢}¢ra- 
tions. 

By his death, France loses one of her most 
devoted and distinguished soldiers. He will 
live in history by reason of his brilliant de- 
fence of Paris against air invasion, and of the 
military. genius that enabled him in the first 
stages of the wer to strike a deadly blow 
against Von Kluck. Gallieni, then Military 
Governor of Paris, had been ordered to defend

The latter refused compliance, and, off 
the Bulgarian force deploying and showing an 
intention to advance, he opened fire with the 
guns of the fort. Fighting jcontinued for 
several hours, and only ceased'on the Greek 
commander receiving peremptory orders from 
Athens to stop firing, evacuate! the fort, and 
withdraw his force to Demir; Hissar, with 
which orders he complied.

Describing the origin of the 
Irish Volunteer movement, he said that the 
first branch of the Irish ‘Volunteers was 
formed in Galway town: on December 12, 
1913, at a meeting which was addressed by 
Sir Roger Casement, Mr. P: H. Pearse, Pro- 
fessor John MacNeill, and a man named 
George Nicholls.

On the 8th October a deputs 
lion of Sinn Feiners waited on the Listowel 
Race Committee, and succeeded in getting 
‘them to rescind a resolution they had passed 
to give Id. in the Is. of their receipts to the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers’ Fund. The Sinn 
F’ecners then demanded that 1d. in the 1s. be 
given by the Race Committee to the Irish 
Volunteers. This was agreed to, but it was 
rescinded at a later meeting. (Laughter. ) 

DISTRIBUTING REVOLVERS. 

In November, 1915, the total Sinn Feiners for 
the County Kerry was 1,143, and the orga 
uisers showed great activity, playing on the 
people's fears of conscription, and on the re- 
cruiting letters which were being sent out to 
pevsons of military age. Cotton was organis- 
ing around Kenmare and Killarney, and a 
man mamed Michael Moriarty distributed 
sixteen revolvers at Dingle. Several meet- 
ings were held, and disloyal speeches made 
by a Dublin organiser who was trying to 
make the Sinn Fein and the Labour Parties 
one. In Ballymacelligott district. house to 
house visits were being made for the purpose 
oif hm! arms. in December the total 
of the Sinn Feiners was 1,233, an increase of 
99. Blythe and Cotton were very active dur- 
~~ month, and a Dublin man delivered 
a lecture on Wolfe Tone to 200 people in 
Tralee. Branches of the Transport Workers’ 
Union were established. In the followin 
month the number of Sinn Feiners increase 
by 59, the increase being due to active 
organising. During the. month a meeting of 
the ye | Board of the Sinn Feiners was 
held at Tralee. In February, 1916, there 
were 18 : branches with a membership of 
1,278, and during the month Cotton was giv- 
ing instruction in the use of the rifle and re- 
volver at Dingle, and special i nm was 
also given in bayonet exercises and skirmish- 


ing.

In reply to Mr. Justioe Shearman, witness 
said he never expeeted danger' from the Red- 
mondite Volunteers, but he did with regard 
the Irish Volunteers.

COUNTY INSPECTOR SHARPE, 

County Inspector Sharpe| was next ex- 
amined.

They are supplied 
only with thirty rounds each man, but they 
had seized a thousand rounds of Sinn Fein 
ammunition. before that, and it came in very 
handy, for it fitted may ne rifles. (Laugh- 
ter.) The 600 Sinn Pejners were not all 
armed.

PLAN OF CAMPAIGN IN A PASS BOOK. 

Mr, Justice Shearman—Did u find 
amongst the prisoners any copies of the cir- 
cular read by Alderman Kelly in Dublin ? 
No; but on one of the prisoners we found the 
whole programme of the rebels in Dublin. 
It was written out in a pass-book, and con- 
tained all details as to the attack on the 
General Post Office and iss else. That 
document remains to be produced before the 
courtmartial. It was an ordinary penny 
pass-book, with the whole programme written 
in it. It was written in pencil, and was evi- 
dently a copy of the original programme. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—Did that pro- 
gramme only deal with the rising in Dublin 
or all over the ag tM It only dealt with 
what was done in Dublin. 

Did it include any places that were not 
seized’ No, it did not. 

Then they never intended to seize Dublin 
Castle? That was not mentioned. — 

Was anything found on the prisoners to 
show how the signal was _— for the rising? 
No. What we believe happened was that 
after the rebels had dispersed a dispatch rider 
came down from Dublin to say that the Sinn 
Veinera were holding out there, and that 
made them re-assemble in Wexford on the 
27th April. 3 Aos 

You found no written orders to rise in 
Enniscorthy’ No written order. 

Were there any educated people in the Sinn 
Fein movement down in Wexford? No; they 
were all ne’er do wells. People who failed 
in everything else entered the Sinn Fein 
movement as a last resort. (Laughter.) 


COUNTY INSPECTOR POWER. 


County Inspector Power, R.1.C., who has been 
stationed in County Kilkenny for tne past six 
vears, stated that the first appearance of the 
Sinn Fein movement in the Kilkenny dis- 
trict was about the year 1912. In its initial

The next movement of 
note was when J. J. O'Connell, a Sinn rein 
organiser, arrived in Kilkenny. That was in 
April, 1915. From that time forward the 
movement showed much activity and began 


| to spread over the country districts, The atti- 


tude of Mr. Redmond towards recruiting for 
the Army and also the fear of conscription 
rather gave an impetus to the Irish Volun- 
teers. Witness also noticed at that time that 
the number of the Irish National Volunteers 
rather decreasea, and that movement more or 
less became dormant. On the other hand the 
Irish Volunteers’ were well organised and 
stimulated by paid organisers. One of these 
men, Edward O'Kelly, described himself as a 
lieutenant. . The others were John McDermott 
and William Mellowes. A good deal of 
seditious literature was circulated. The first 
occasion that the Irish Volunteers appeared 
on the streets under arms was on 25rd No- 
vember, 1915, at the celebration known as 
the *‘ Manchester Martyrs.’ 
A SEDITIOUS SPEECH. 

The Chairman—Where did they get their 
rifles from? I am unable to say. They were 
modern magazine rifles, and looked like En- 
fields. John McDermott attended on this 
occasion and.celivered an address behind 
closed doors to the Irish Volunteers in the 
Gaelic League Rooms. In March, 1916, Lieu- 
tenant O'Kelly, on the occasion of an irish 
Volunteer parade at St, John’s Well, near 
Kilkenny, made a very seditious speech. . | 
reported it at the time. 

Was any action take upon it? No. In #feb- 
ruary and March of this year the Irish Volun- 
teers were under arms on two or three occa- 
sions, No actual outbreak occurred in Kil- 
kenny during Easter week. We noticed a 
considerable amount of activity and restless- 
ness amongst the Irish Volunteer men. On 
Easter Monday they moved about in groups 
and in a state of excitement. They also at- 
tended the railway station, apparently for the 
purpose of receiving some information which 
did not arrive. Their cyclists were also very 
active going out into the country, and one of 
their number who owned a motor car was 
pretty well kept on the run. 

You never found what they were up to? 
Not at that time. 

SEARCHLIGHT SIGNALLING. 

Witness went on to say that he took im- 
mediate steps to assemble as many armed 
men as he could, and by Wednesday morning 
he had about seventy. It was necessary to 
hurry a force to protect the Barrow ee 
The military subsequently took it over. n 
the morning of the th he observed signalling 
going on apparently from Mount Leinster, 
which overlooks Enniscorthy. It looked like 
searchlight signalling. There were answer- 
ing signals from a northerly direction: On 
5th May the police raided the local Sinn Fein 
hall and seized a number of bayonets and 
In the hall was a scroll with the in- 
scription-—‘‘ A felon’s cap is the noblest 
crown an Irish head can wear.” There had 
not been a general surrender of arms, and 
they bellaved they were got into Kilkenny, 
but they were concealed somewhere.  Kil- 
kenny did extremely well in recruiting, and 
he believed that there were not more than 
200 or 300 Sinn Feiners in the whole county. 

The Chairman—-Were there secret societies 
in Kilkenny’? No. . 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—You have de- 
scribed a man named Kelly as a lieutenant— 
had he been a soldier? 1 do not know. I 
am not certain what he was. 

Were any of the more well-to-do people, be- 
sides the one man you named, engaged in thi 
movement’? Very few. There was the *mndn 
Deloughry, 4 man named Scallan, Alderman 
Nowlan, and a couple of well-to-do farmers. 
The rést were labolirers and shop-Loys, and 
one was a clerk in the local probate office. 


COUNTY INSPECTOR GELSTON, 


County Inspector Gelston, in his evidence, 
said he had had 26 years’ service in tne 
R.1.C.,three years of which he had spent in 
the Co, Clare. The first branch of the Volun- 
teers was started in the Co. Clare in March, 
1914. ‘he number of branches increased to 
four, and the membership to 400, and the! 
went on until September, 1914, when a spht 
occurred in their ranks and many of them 
seceded from Mr. Redmond’s party. At that 
time about 300 Volunteers became what was 
subsequently the Sinn: Fein party or the 
MacNeill party. 

The Chairman—What brought about the 
split? I don’t quite know. 1¢ was, I think, 
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5, 
handed the ammunition te the men. Brennan 
further. said at that meeting on the 17th 
March— ' Some of you may not like to com- 
mit murder, but it is not murder, it will be 
only self-defence. You know well if your 
arms are taken that the next thing will Le 
conscription. *’ 
CLARE DID NOT RISE. 

He was prosecuted for that speech, and sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment, The 
Sinn Feiners in the Co. Clare did not rise, 
and geve no trouble, but at the time of the 
rising there was considerable activity. 
Organisers were moving about, and the Sinn 
Feners were evidently anticipating something. 


On Easter Sunday many of the Sinn Feiners | 


met along the banks of the Shannon, evidently 
anticipating the landing of arms from the 
Kerry side of the river. attributed the 
fact that there was no rising in Clare to the 
failure to land arms from Kerry. 

The Chairman—What was the state of re- 
cruiting in Clare? Recruiting was very good 
in the County Clare, taking it all round, 
amongst the labouring classes and in the 
towns, but there was no, response from the 
farming classes—otherwise the recruiting was 
surprisingly > 

Was the Sinn Fein movement a small one 
in Clare? Well, at first it was very small, 
but it grew rapidly at the end of last year 
and the beginning of this year. We a 
record of over 400 Sinn Feinera in the county, 
but of course there were a great many sym- 
pathisers who did not openly join, but showed 
themselves in sympathy with the Sinn Fein 
movement. My own opinion is that if they had 
had a rising in Clare we would have had a 
great many more than 400—we would prob- 
ably have had three times that number. 

After the war I understand you had Sinn 
Fein organisers and a distribution of litera- 
ture ? There was a considerable distribution 
of literature, in particular there was one 
pamphlet called “ Ireland ” distributed. 

Did recruiting and conscription lead to in- 
creased membership’ The question of con- 
scription led undoubtedly to increased mem- 
bership. 

SEDITIOUS SPIFECHES. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—.id you have any 
seditious sermons or remarks from priests? 
We had—there were quite a number. There 
was one clergyman who addressed a meeting, 
and told them to arm, and if they could 
not get long-range rifles to use shot guns— 
that shot guns were very useful in the hands 
of Irishmen. 

Was this reported to headquarters’? No. 
He also told them if they could not get 
shot guns to get revolvers, and if they could 
not get revolvers to get pikes—that the 
blacksmith could make them—and if they 
could not get pikes to get hatchets or slashers 
in their own honses. 

How long ago was that speech made?! In 
January last. ‘ 
The Chairman—Was that speech made by 

young priest? Yes. 

As a rule, are the younger priests hostile? 
Any the priests in the county who had 
Sinn Fein tendencies were of the younger 
variety. The older men, as a rule—the 
parish priests in a number of cases—have 
spoken against the Sinn Fein movement. — 

Have they given assistance to you in the 
performance of your duties’ Well, no, 
except to the extent of denouncing the rising 
from the pulpit. In one case a parish priest 
addre the Sinn Feiners, and asked them 
to give up their rifles to us. That was the 
only case in whieh rifles were given up to 
any extent. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—There are arms in 
the county still? Yes; quite a number. 

Two of these paid organisers were deported 
from Clare? One. 

Did he come back to Clare, or did he leav 
Ireland altogether? He was prosecuted in 
Limerick, and got three months’ imprison- 
ment. He subsequently left Ireland. 


MR, J. C. PERCY. 


Mr. J. C. Percy, J.P., who stated he was an 
honorary recruiting worker, gave his impres- 
sions of the effect of the Sinn Fein move- 
ment upon recruiting for the Army and Navy. 
Latterly he had confined his efforts to re- 
cruiting for the Navy. Killarney was the 
first place where he found Sinn Fein operating 
against recruiting. He could not get a 
chairman to preside over the meeting. He 
tried the member of Parliament, the Chair- 
man of the Town Commissioners, and the Ad- 
ministrator. The latter had been very kind 
to them at a previous recruiting meeting at 
which he had presided. He excused himself 
by saying that he did not think he should 
be asked to take the chair a second time, 
and that some other person should do so. 

The Chairman—Who is the member of Par- 
liament? I think it is Mr. O'Sullivan. 

Witness, continuing, said—I then went to 
Sir Morgan O'Connell, and he gave me an en- 
tirely different reason from the others for 
refusing. He said there had been a review 
announced to be held of 5,000 persons who came 
from Kerry, that this would be an anti-recruit- 
ing meeting, and would put an end to recruit- 
ing in Kerry if it was allowed to be held, 
and that he had wired to Mr. Birrell and 
Lord Wimborne to have it suppressed, but 
that neither of them had movedin the matter. 
Under these circumstances, said Sir Morgan, 
he would not move his little finger to hel 
the British Government. ers, continu 
the witness, gave me as their reason for re- 
fusing to take the chair the reported appoint- 
ment of Mr. James Campbell as Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland. (Laughter.) 

EFFECT OF SEDITIOUS NEWSPAPERS. 

Witness further. stated that he had __re- 
ported t Great Scotland Yard that the sedi- 
tious newspapers published in Dublin were 
libelling the speakers at recruiting meetings. 
The Recruiting Committees in London got 
interested in the matter and asked 
for copies of these papers. For 
two months prior to the outbreak witness 
sent a weekly file of these papers to the Ad- 
miralty and to the Recruiting Committee in 
London.” He also brought the matter up at 
the Dublin City and County Committee. They 
made a very serious attack on one of the 
Dublin priests, Father Doherty. That attack 
pate at. in the /rish Worker, and witness 
sent a marked “ of the paper to Sir 
Matthew Nathan. Speaking from memory, it 
was to the following effect: ‘‘ His Holiness 
the Pope does not ask us to recruit ; Cardinal 

ogue does not ask us 40 recruit; the Arch- 
bishop does not-ask us to recruit; but here 
is this whipper-snapper of a priest asking us 
to lay down our lives for this rotten Empire.”’

BRIGADIER-GENERAL C. G. 
MORRISON. 


Brigadier-General C. G. Morrison, who has 
died in France from injuries received in a 
motor accident whilst travelling on duty, was 
the Short no son of the Jate Lieutenant-Colonel 
R. F. Morrison, 5th Lancers, J.P., of Bally- 
brack, Co. Dublin. Born in 1860, he joined 
the Yorkshire Regiment in 1879, was trans- 
ferred to the Rifle Brigade in 1881, and subse- 
quently passed the Staff College. Promoted 
to captain into the cavalry, he iss the 5th 
Dragoon Guards in 1889.. He became an in- 
structor at the Royal Military College, Sand- 
hurst, in January, 1891, and served in that 
appointment till December, 1897, and was 
selected for his majority in the Ist Boyal 
Dragoons in Se a of that year. In 1899 
he became D:A.A.G. at Jersey, and from 
thence proceeded, in February, 1901, to South 
Africa for special service during the war, and 
was appointed President of the Claims Board 
at the termination of the war. He then served 
on the Staff in South Africa as D.A.A.G. and 
D.A.A. and Q.M.G. until September, 1909,
